ington, Aug. 10— The state de- 
partment has received a cipher die* 
paatch from Minister Conger at Pe- 
king, transmitted through the Chinese 
minister at Washington. It is sub- 
stantially the same as M. Pichon, the 
French minister, sent to his govern- 
ment indicating that the eight be- 
leagured ministers at Peking had sent 
an identical note to their respective 
governments. It however, gives the 
additional information that of the 
American force of marines at Peking 
seven had been killed and 16 wounded. 
Myers and Lippltt, two of the wound- 
ed were reported as doing well. 

The dispatch tells of the urgent ef- 
forts of the Chinese government to 
have the ministers set a date for leav- 
ing Peking and of their refusal to 
comply without instructions from 
their own governments. It also urged 
that the relief force should be large 
enough to escort not only the mlnis- 
Isters but the large number of foreign- 
era, women and children and the many 
native Christians. Some of the ex- 
pressions were the si'me as those used 
by M. Pichon, and what difference 
there is in the two messages Is prob- 
ably due to translation. 

The message came to the Chinese 
legation at 12:15 a. m. The building 
was closed at the time, but the minis- 
ter was aroused and came down to 
read the portion of it that was in Chi- 
nese. Most of it, however, was in the 
American cipher code, and its presen- 
tation to the state department was de- 
ferred until the department opened. 
The Chinese minister called at the de- 
partment at 9:15 and handed the mes- 
sage to Acting Secretary Adee, who 
immediately set about its translation. 
It was then communicated to the pres- 
ident and to Secretary Root, and sub- 
sequently made public. Aside fro.n 
the contents of the message, it gave 
assurance that cipher messages were 
passing freely and that the Chinese 
government is carrying out this part 
of its agreement. 

The action of the entire diplomatic 
corps at Peking, in agreeing not to 
leave their posts without instructions 
from their governments appears to 
settle that they will stay In Peking 
until rescued unless forced out by the 
Chinese. It is hardly probable they 
will be ordered to leave in the face of 
their judgment that it would be cer- 
tain death to do so. 

No important dispatches concerning 
military movements came during the 
day, although it is expected that de- 
tails of the capture of Yang Tsun and 
the casualty list would soon be in 
hand. 

No action will be taken on the Con- 
ger message until President McKinley 
has been heard from. It is said at the 
state department that under present 
conditions, Minister Conger and the 
other Americans in Peking will not 
be advised to leave the Chinese cap- 
ital with a Chinese escort since all of 
the ministers seem to agree that such 
a departure would be very dangerous. 

Secretary Root had a conference 
with the president over the 'phone 
and afterward conferred with Acting 
Secretary of State Adee. A draft of & 
message in re;.ly to the caule received 
from Minister Conger was approved 
by the president. It is not likely this 
message will be made public. 

No word has yet come from Minister 
Conger indicating that he has received 
the dispatches sent from the state de- 
partment.

M Hum- (hang Authorized 
Negotiate For Peace. 

London, Aug. 10.— It is reported that 
an edict emanating from Peking and 
authorizing Li Hung Chang to nego- 
tiate with the powers for peace, has 
been received at Shanghai. The re- 
ports at Yokahama again send the 
statement that a Russian-Japanese 
force is moving on Peking from th* 
north. The movement and number of 
this force are kept secret in order to 
prevent the fact reaching Peking. 

The French consul at Shanghai says 
3.000 Onnamlte troops wlb arrive there 
next week for the protection of the 
French settlement. 

The Chinese merchants of Shanghai 
have petitioned the foreign consuls to 
prevent the landing of troops, declar- 
ing that it will create a panic among 
the Chinese. 

LI Ping Heng. former governor of 
Shan Tung, personally commanded 
15,000 Chinese at Yang Tsun. 

A Chinese official at Shanghai says 
17 pirates and brigands were beheaded 
at Canton August 6. 

Dispatches from Berlin say that Em- 
peror Francisco Joseph and King Vic- 
tor Emmanuel III. have telegraphed 
Field Marshal Count Von Waldersee 
congratulating him on his appoint- 
ment to the chief command of the al- 
lied troops in China. Field Marshal 
Von Waldersee will sail August 21 or 
22 from an Italian port and will go to 
Shanghai first, thus disposing of the 
report that he is going to China by 
way of San Francisco. About 5,000 
more German troops will go to China. 

HONG KORG MIOKCHANTS 

Continue guvuhblng MR dtlons U> 
Ctr.nese and Filipinos. 

New York, Aug. 10. — A London dis- 
patch says all efforts on the parts of 
the British and foreign governments 
to stop the supply of war material to 
the Chinese will prove of no avail as 
long as the Chamber of Commerce and 
legislative council of Hongkong resist 
the decree prohibiting the export of 
war material to China. 

An immense trade is done at Hong- 
kong in the sale of arms and ammuni- 
tion to the Chinese and to the Filipino 
Insurgents. The latter, as well as the 
Chinese draw all their supplies of this 
kind from Hongkong, where the mer- 
chants resist any interference with 
their business. 

The Chamber of Commerce and the 
legislative council of Hongkong are 
resolved to fight the government in the 
matter, declaring that it will consti- 
tute a blow at the traditional "free- 
dom of the port of Hongkong" and 
have engaged Queen's Counseller 
Francis, chief of the colonial bar, to 
champion their 



Routed the Knemy. 

St Petersburg, Aug. 10.— The Rus- 
sian war office has received a dispatch 
from General Crodekoff dated Kha- 
barevsk, August 9, which says that 
General Rennenkampf, August 7 over- 
took and defeated the enemy beyond 
the Amur river, capturing two guns. 
The battle was continued as far as 
Jgest. During the evening of August 
7 the Chinese assumed the offensive on 
both flanks. They were driven back 
with great loss. Rennenkampf has 
been reinforced. The railroad north 
of Tashi Tsao Is in the hands of the 
Chinese who destroyed the station at 
Hai Cheng August 6 and damaged the 
line. Hal Cheng was captured after 
an obstinate fight. Mountain floods 
Interfere with reconstructing the line.

Want to Hear From RurOIIMH Von 
Ketteler — She Was a Detroit OIfL 
Washington, Aug. 10.— At the in- 
stance of friends of Baroness Von Ket- 
teler, the state department recently 
telegraphed the embassy at Berlin in- 
quiring whether any news of her con- 
dition had reached there. The charge 
d' affaires telegraphs that no special 
advices had been received regarding 
the baroness, but it is assumed 
that she was well, as the health of the 
members of the German legation at 
Peking was reported good August 4. 

Baroness Von Ketteler ia an Amer- 
ican and before her marriage to the 
Gorman diplomat, was Miss Ledy ml 
of Detroit. Her father is president of 
the Michigan Central railroad com- 
pany. 



Kngland's Chief Justice Dead. 

London, Aug. 10.— Baron Russell of 
Killowen, lord chief justice of Eng- 
land died Friday after an extended Ill- 
ness. An operation was performed, 
which the patient passed through in 
good condition. This operation, how- 
ever resulted in his death. Lord Rus- 
sell suffered from gastric catarrh. The 
fact of his illness was not generally- 
known until it was announced that an 
operation was imperatively necessary. 
His youngest son, Hon. Bertrand Jos- 
eph Russell, is serving as a lieutenant 
of the Royal artllery in South Africa. 
The Hon. Charles Russell, another son 
of the deceased, is now in Canada. 
Both have been notifled. Lord Salis- 
bury will select the successor to Lord 
Russell, with the queen's approval. It 
is believed Lord A'verstone (Sir Rich- 
ard Webster), the attorney general 
and now master of the rolls, will be 
appointed. 



Gigantic Plot. 
London, Aug. 10. — A special from 
Pretoria says the Boer plot to make 
a prisoner of Lord Roberts and shoot 
all the British officers possible, dis- 
covered Thursday, included the recap- 
tare of Pretoria and the shooting of 
Lord Roberts and to Induce tho 
burghers to rise en masse. A number 
of suspected accomplices of tho con- 
spirators have been conducted across 
the border. The British authorities 
are awakened to the danger of allow- 
ing Boer sympathizers to remain in 
Pretoria and the Issue of passes to 
burghers has been stopped. 

Bids For Armor. 

Washington, Aug. 10.— At the open- 
ing of bids at the navy department for 
armor plate, the Bethlehem and Car- 
negie companies submitted identical 
bids for about 18,200 tons of the 36.,- 
000 tons advertised for at $490 for the 
thick armor and 1411.20 for thin. The 
only other bid was from the Midvale 
Steel company, which proposed to fur- 
nish the whole amount of armor with- 
out charged royalties, on a sliding 
scale of $43S up. This company is un- 
willing to contract for less than 20,- 
000 tons. 



Waterloo, la., Aug. 10.— The Repub- 
lican state committee haa announced 
that Governor Roosevelt will open the 
campaign in the west September 20 In 
this city. This will be his only speech 
in Iowa.

Pitsburg. Aug. 10.— Wage differ- 
ences between the Republic Iron and 
Steel company, the American Tin 
Plate company and the Amalgamated 
Association of Iron. Steel and Tin 
Workers are approaching a climax. 
Unless a settlement is reached soon, an 
extensive strike Is probable. Another 
effort to effect a final adjustment of 
the scale will be made next week, 
when a call will be issued for a gen- 
eral convention in Detroit. 

Log Mealers. 

Lacrosse. Wis., Aug. 10.— It has been 
discovered that u party of 22 men 
from Lacrosse who make log stealing 
a profession had attacked the raft of 
J. W. Vansant. which was tied at 
Dre.-.baeh. Minn., and appropriated 
several hundred logs from it which are 
valued at $1,000 or more. The men 
went In 16 skiffs and overpowered the 
watchman. After taking the logs they 
came to lacrosse with them and sold 
them to local lumber men.

testimony Ifor the Defense All In. 
Rebuttal Will I'.e Brief— Sen- 
setlona I Testimony of Kx- 
Treasurer Walter Day. 

Georgetown, Ky., Aug. 10.— Mr3 
John Davis r.he wife of one of the de- 
fendants charged with being an ac- 
cessory to the Goebcl assassination, 
testified for the defense. The com- 
monwealth's attorney, Franklin, inter- 
posed a formal objection to the eligi- 
bility of the witness, but the court 
ruled that >lie was a competent wit- 
ness. Powers boarded at her house. 
John Powers was alto there January 
25. She testified that the latter was 
111 in his room at her house and did 
not leave his room after 11 o*clock 
that day. This was in contradiction 
of the testimony Cf Robert Noskl who 
told of an alleged conversation with 
John Powers at the state house in 
which he said the latter told him "to 
stay clo^e to the building as some- 
thing was going to happen as scon as 
QoebSl and those fellows came down." 

Solomon Wilder of Whitley county, 
testified that Robert Noaks was at 
Corbin in March and asked him not to 
tell anybody he was in town as he 
might be arrested in connection with 
the assassin conspiracy. Noaks furth- 
er said he believed Caleb Powers in- 
nocent. He said the member of the 
Noaks military company at Corbin in- 
stead of being desperadoes, as Noaks 
alleged, were mostly good men. On 
cross-examination it developed that 
Wilder went to Frankfort in December 
with Noaks and other armen mountain 
men at the time of the meeting of the 
state election commissioner. Noaks 
gave him and tiie other men their 
transportation. Did not go to Frank- 
fort with the two train load of moun- 
taineers in which Noaks and his com- 
pany went January 25, but he heard 
them when they returned. The. - were 
drunk and firing their guns promiscu- 
ously. Golden picked out of th:' mus- 
ter roll of Noaks' company names of 
a number of members of the eOMpany. 
Witness told of various crimes for 
which they had been tried, murder be- 
ing the charge in several instances. 

Walter Day, former Republican 
state treasurer testified that Youtsey 
sent for him the day before the shoot- 
ing. He went to see Youtsey and the 
latter told him that for $300 he would 
settle the contest. Witness pressed 
Youtsey to know how he would ac- 
complish It but the latter would only 
say that for that amount he would set- 
tle It. Witness said to Youtsey: "I 
am not ths. kind of a man,'' and re- 
fused to confer further with him. 

On cross-examination a letter writ- 
ten by Day to Secretary of State Hill 
was produced. The defense objected 
to it being introduced and the Jury ex- 
cluded during the argument. In the 
letter Day states "I will make a good 
witness for the commonwealth and I 
want to go to see Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Franklin and tell him I want to 
go on the stand and tell all I know 
about the case." This letter expresses 
the opinion that Youtsey is the guilty 
party. The court admitted the letter 
as evidence. 

At the conclusion of the testimony 
of ex-Treasurer Walter Day tho de- 
fense In the Poers case rested. The 
commonwealth expects to conclude its 
rebuttal proof Saturday. 

DEWEY D IDN'T SAY IT.

And this in spite of the 
pressure which, it is everywhere agreed, 
is being brought to bear upon the trust 
managers by their friends, Hanna and 
McKinley, to keep their works open if 
possible until after the election. The 
trust men are good Hanna Republicans 
and would be glad to comply with this 
campaign request, but there is a limit 
even to the powers of a trust which has 
fattened upon the abnormal profits of a 
short season of artificial prosperity.

This company has a small 
plant at the branch prison now employ- 
ing fifty men. 

Three hundred and eighty of the 600 
men confined at Kddvville are now un- 
der contract. The others are employed 
on the prison farm and other State work. 



SCHOOL MONEY WIJND. 
No Record Made of It by state Republican 
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Frankfort, Ky., Aug 8.— An evidence 
>f the carelessness with which the money 
of the State was handled by certain offi- 
cials of the Republican administrations 
which have just closed was found to-day 
by 8tate Treasurer Hagar, who located 
(1 2,768 of it in the National Branch 
Bank of Frankfort, of which there was no 
record either in hie office or that of Aud- 
itor Coulter. The money has been ac- 
cumulating there since January, 1898, 
and belongs to the school fund of the 
State. It repreeents the dividends on 
■ ock of the Bank of Kentucky, owned 
by the State, and a record of it should 
have been kept by the Auditor and 
Treasurer. 

No mention of the money found to-day 
was made in the settlement which the 
retiring Auditor Sweeney and Tn lsurer 
Day made with the present official - when 
they turned their offices over to them, 
although all the money of the State on 
deposit in bank should have been re- 
ported and accounted for at that time. 
Treasurer Hager found that tho divi- 
dends were not accounted for a day or 
two since, and upon inquiry at the bank 
found that the sum mentioned above 
was on deposit there to the credit of the 
State. _____
